The applicants respond to the June 14, 2006 restriction requirement and petition for a 
three month extension. The applicants traverse the Examiner's position and statements in 
support thereof, but the merely to advance prosecution, the applicants hereby provisionally elect 
Group I, claims 1-33. 

The restriction requirement also noted an unspecified species election issue on page 5. 
The Examiner's position on species election is unstated and unclear; therefore, the applicants are 
unclear on what is being requested. Only one independent claim (claim 1) is at issue in the 
elected group, and the number of dependent claims is reasonable and not overly broad in scope. 
Therefore, all elected claims should be examined in this application. In case it is helpful and 
helps avoid some additional restriction, the applicants to advance matters note that the working 
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examples on page 14-16 can be used for the Examiner to help focus his search. For example, 
parylene can be used (claim 20). A nozzle can be used (claims 28-29). A detection device can 
be used (claims 30-32). Gradient elution can be used (claim 6). Claim 1 is a generic 
independent claim. Clearly, however, the applicants would like examination of all claims 1-33 in 
this single application. The Examiner can contact the undersigned if there are additional 
questions about species election to process this efficiently.
